Impressions By The Way. 

The fortnight which the passenger 
spends on an ocean liner in making the 
Eastward and We.stward trip across the j 
Atlantic is well worth the time and the 
price, when the physical benefit, pleas- 
nre and seasickness are considered. The 
sea breeze is very invigorating and 
gives the pas.senger a wonderful appe- 
tite — if he or she doesn’t happen to be 
seasick. On the Eastward trip of the 
S. S. New York the ocean was so 
smooth that scarcely tvreuty of the 
eight hundred passengers were seasick. 
The doctors say that a little seasick- 
ness is good for a fellow — or a woman — 
being kind of an internal Spring clean- 
ing. A very little of it, however, is 
sufficient to satisfy the average person. 
On the Westward trip almost half of 
the passengers were sick on two (^iffer- 
eut |days, half the passengers leaving 
the dinner talile one evening. When 
one promenades while the vessel is roll- 
ing he appears suddenly to be walking 
up-hill aud iustantly^ he feels the “ deck 
sink under Mm. It is the upward move- 
ment which makes one feel like giving 
up hoi^e — aud supper. Having the good 
fortune to escape seasickue.ss in the trips 
over the Atlantic} and the two trips over 
the English Channel, I had many oppor- 
tunities to study the afflicted passengers 
at all stages of the game. Some of the 
^Is fought bravely agfiiust it, one lit- 
tle woman in gray walking at least ten 
miles on deck to stave it off, only to 
give up gracefully at last. Seasickness 
is no joke, however, though there is 
considerable “gag” about it.

New York in way of scxiial diversion on 
her Westward trip, both being largely 
attended, many of the passengers being 
in full evening dress. Another amuse- 
ment on the New York was a tug-of- 
war one day between the teams of men 
from the first aud second cabin passen- 
gers. The prize was a handsome cake 
aud Senator Chauncey Depew was the 
referee. The second cabin men won 
and in presenting the prize Mr. Depew 
remarked that he ob.ser\'ed that the 
men Avifh a “pull” always “took the 
cake.” An Englishman who received 
the cake for the secjond cabin team said 
that he knew little about the American 
“pull,” but he did know that they 
landed the cjake — for he had it in his 
hand.

Being 
taken sick on deck he hurried below* to 
a saloon where he rushed in between a 
portly German and another suffering 
mortal. All three were sick and were 
not keeping it secret.

Tears 
flowed from his eyes aud his nose and 
mouth were both leaking. Looking a 
perfect picture of despair he turned his 
head a moment to remark “Blankity 
j blank, blank, blank, blank, I took this 
j for a pleasure trip, and here’s what I 
jgot.”

ning the horizon for passing ve.ssels, ' 
and playing cards and “shuffle-board” j 
for two or three days. It seems almost j 
a day between breakfast and luncheon j 
and another day until dinner. The last | 
two days paas slowly, with everybody in 
a ^ood humor. On the morning of the 
last day every p>assenger comes on deck 
carefully dressed aud smiling, each one 
eager to catch the first glimpse of laud, j 
And how dear that first bit of land 
seems, whether it’s your native laud or 
not ! Then comes the hustle of getting 
the mail bags and luggage iu place for 
unloading, and the . anxiety to get 
ashore. 

» 

« • 

Before an ocean liner can land in 
New York she must report at quaran- 
tine in the lower bay, aud must also j 
transfer important mail to a government 
boat. Then the custom house officers 
board the vessel in the lower harbor, 
and every passenger must declare his or 
her nationality to an official. Then pa.s- 
sengers are required to form lines aud 
pass before custom officials and declare 
if they have anything dutiable iu their 
baggage — if they have any clothing, 
diamonds, or presents. If oiio declares 
that he has thirty dolhirs worth of 
presents or souvenirs he must pav duty 
on that amount. These statements are 
made under oath, which the passenger 
signs. The officer retains your declara- 
tion and gives you a check to correspond 
with the number of it. When the boat 
finally makes fast to the pier the pas- 
sengers are landed in the second story 
of the custom house aud no person can 
leave until his baggage has been in- 
spected. Passengers form iu line and 
advance to the leading official who de- 
taUs an inspector to look through your 
baggage. Some times they turn things 
topsy tur\*y iu your baggage, and again 
they will only ask what you have. 
My inspector, with my declaration in 
his hand, checked up my souvenirs un- 
til he had the amount declared and then 
invited me to walk up and pay my duty. 
The duty was half the cost of the trifles, 
and it was a beautiful illustration of the 
tariff. This experience consumes from 
one to two hours before you are free to 
leave the house. Four custom houses 
iu England and France charged me not a 
cent duty and the loss of time was trifling. 
Many passengers make no‘ declar- 
ation in New York and get through Lta 
but they take dangerous risks. Iu this 
case honesty is the best policy but it is 
rather expensive.

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The Allied Forces Attacked the 
Petalg Forts on Thursday. 



Siiiprror William Wlsheii to Reach 

aa Aarrecmcmt With the Alllea 

Rcurardlnar the Gailty and 
Their PnniMhment. 

Taku, Sept. 20. — The allies attacked 
IVtalg- forts at daybreak. Heavy ean- 
uonade i.s going' on. 

Berlin, Sept. 20. — It is understood 
that the iiurnediate cause for the is- 
suing by (lermany of the circular 
note to the powers regarding the Chi- 
nese settlement was the fact that Li 
Hung C’hang, during his recent inter- 
view with Dr. Muinm Von Schwart- 
senstein. the Gennan minister to t’hi- 
na, mentionetl a number of names of 
alleged high mandarins hitherto whol- 
ly unknown as those responsible for 
the Peking outrages, and said that 
:'hina was willing to punish them. 
This explanation seems to be borne 
out by the following statement made 
by the German foreign office Wednes- 
day to a correspondent in Berlin: 

“What we want to avoid is an op- 
portunity for allowing China to im- 
pose any sham concessions upon the 
powers by delivering up for punish- 
ment of per.sons who had nothing to 
do with the Peking atrocities. Hence 
it is advi.sable for the representatives 
of the powers in ('hina to designate 
Vieforehand all who are notoriously 
guilty. Germany does not ^^^sh to 
pre-jtidge the ca.se in any way. She 
wishe.s to reach an agreement with 
the powers regarding the guilty aud 
their punishment.” 

“Itiissia, in my oj)inion, will not 
now' withdraw her troops from Pe- 
king, inasmuch 'as (Jermany and the 
otlier powers remain. She will de- 
cide that circum.staiices have chang- 
ed and that she must remain also.” 

The German papers, with scarcely 
an exception, approve the -circular 
note. The Lokal Anzeiger saj's: 
“Mere notoriousness does not suffice 
for the assumption of guilt. The 
ministers at I’ekiiig must produce 
proofs against each person charged.’* 

Washington, Sept. 20. — With the 
German proposition to jmstpone 
peace negotiations with ('hina until 
the persons responsible for the Pe- 
king outrages are punished, and the 
Prench and Russian notification 
the purpose of those governments to 
begin such negotiations at once, 
nw'uiting him, the president found 
much matter of importance to dis- 
pose of upon his arrival in Washing- 
ton from Canton Wedne.sday morn- 
ing. Ik* lost no time in notif 3 ’ing 
the officials he desired to consult on 
his return, aud the day was largelj- 
given up to private discussion. .\1- 
though it was slated that no answer 
would lie ready to the German note 
Wednesday, it ap|>eared that the 
president, after talking over the sit- 
uation with Attorney General Griggs, 
Acting Secretary Hill and Assistant 
Secretary Adee, had arrived at a con- 
clusion as to the nature of the re- 
sponse that should be made. Mr. 
Adce s|>ent the afteriuTon con.sidting 
Acting Secretary Hill and in drafting 
the note of response, but all infor- 
mation as to its nature was refused 
at the state department. It was said 
that the note is to be gone over care- 
fully’ at a further meeting between 
the president and such of his advisers 
as are in the city’. The German gov- 
ernment apparently is anxious for a 
speedy answer, as Baron Sternberg 
paid two visits to the state depart- 
ment after the German note was de- 
livered. The ('hinese mini.ster was 
also twice at the state department 
Wednesday, seeking to influence the 
government not to agree to joint ac- 
tion suggested in the German note. 

The conclusion reached in Wednes- 
day’s develojiments is that the pow- 
ers are dividing as to China and at 
present Germany and Great Britain 
stands aligned against France and 
Russia, while both sides are ardently 
seeking the adherence of the United 
States government. The issue apt- 
pears to be made uj) in such shapte as 
to dismiss further hope of obtaining 
that harmony of action resptecting 
China that the president has been 
seeking so far, and the point appar- 
ently’ has been reachetl where the 
United States must take sides or at 
once proceed to act entirely’ independ- 
ent of other powers in reaching a set- 
tlement. The Chinese government is 
urging <he latter course upon t'he 
state department, but thus far there 
has been a restraining force in the 
desire to avoid making the United 
Btates the first of the powers to 
break the .solid front that has been 
maintained up to the present time.

BANK ROBBERS.

Tltree Men Relieved the First Na- 
tional at WInuemneca, Nev., 
of About flS.OOU.

Winnemucca, Xev., Sept. 20. — The 
First national bank was robbed of 
about $13,000 at noon- Wednesday by 
three men who entered t’he front door 
of the building and with revolvers 
made all present, throw up their 
hand,s. There were five people in the 
bank at the time, Ca.shier Xixon, As- 
sistant Cashier McBride, Bookkeeper 
Hill, Stenographer Calhoun and a 
horse buyer named Johnson. The 
robbers tiireatened with instant death 
the first man who made a show of re- 
sistance. One robber, at the point of 
a pistol, made Cashier Xixon open 
the safe and take from it three sacks 
of gold coin, ihey’ threw this in an 
ore sack, together with all the gold 
coin in the office drawer. 

The robbers then inarciied tbe five 
men out through a back door to an 
alley, where three horses were wait- 
ing. The men were kept covered with 
guns until the desperadoes mounted 
their horses and escaped. The whole 
affair occiyrwl in but five minutes. 
'.\n alarm was quickly given and sev- 
eral shots were firetl at the despera- 
does as they’ sped throiigb tbe town 
but without effect. The robbers' re- 
turned the .^lots, but no one was’ hit. 
Officers and armed citizens have start- 
ed in pursuit of the robbers, who took 
a course up the river. A po.sse has 
also started from Golconda to head 
them off and it is thought they can 
not e.scajve. 

FILIPINO AGGRESSION. 

An FlnKHKenieut Near Siniloan in 
'Wbieh 12 Auierieans l^'ere 
Killed; 2<{ MiaainK. 

Manila, Sept. 20. — During the last 
seven days there has been a distinct 
incrc*a.se of in.siirgent aggression, 
particularly' near Manila, along the 
railroad and in the provinces of La- 
I guna, Morong, Buliican, Xueva Ecija 
and Pamiianga, culminating Monday 
in an engagement near Siniloan, at 
the east end of Laguna de Bay’, in 
wliich detachments of the 15th and 
37th United States infantry regiments 
90 men all told, met a thousand in- 
surgents, armed with rifles and en-‘ 
trenched. 

The American loss was 12 killed, 
including Capt. David D. Mitchell and 
Second Lieut. George Cooper, both 
of the 15th infantry; 26 missing, who 
are probably dead. 

The enemy had been pursued for 
.several days. 

There are rumors of attacKs on the 
railroad and of trouble in Manila. 
Refugees are arriving here from La- 
guna, Morong and Pampanga prov- 
inces. The natives of Manila are rest- 
less and many’ are leaving the city. 
The hostile demonstrations are par- 
ticularly marked along th^ railroad 
and on the shores of Laguna de liay. 

GEN. JOHN A. M»CLERNAND. 

The Uliitiniculiihed Soldier PaMsed 
Away Thumday Murnlnir fit 
the Age of H8 Years. 

Springfield, 111., Sept. 20. — Gen. 
John .\. McClern^ud died at 1:40 a. 
m. Thursday. 

He was born in 1812. lie rendered 
distingui.shed services on the union 
side under Gen. John A. Logan and 
Gen. Grant, notably at Ft. Donelson, 
Shiloh and Vicksburg. 

Ills death was the result of old age 
and a general breaking down of the 
system. About two weeks ago he 
was attacked with dy’sentery, and, 
while this was cured, ne never ral- 
lied. He had been unconscious for 
the past 24 hours and had only been 
kept alive by hypodermic injections 
of strychnine aud nitroglycerine. His 
wife, two daughters (Mrs. Fred Fox, 
of Peoria, and Mrs. W. Williams, 
of this city) and son (.John F. Mc- 
riernand, of this city) ■were with him 
in his last hours. His son. Col. Ed- 
ward McClernand, military governor 
of Cebu province, Philippines, was 
unable to come. 

. LIEUT. HOBSON’S STORY. 

He SayH Dewey Did Not Sink the 
Spaninli SkipM— SpanlardM Did 
It Theniaelven. 

Vancouver, B. C., Sept. 20. — In an 
interview with IJeut. R. P. Hobson, 
published in a local paper.,- Hobson i.s 
quoted as saying that .\dni. Dewey 
did not sink the^ Spanish ships at 
Manila, but that the Spani.sh opened 
the valves and .scuttleil the ships 
themselves. He said, according to the 
interview, that our shell fire did very 
little damage. 

Tabletit Presented. 

Portsmouth, .V. II., Sept. 19. — Com- 
memorative tablets Were presented to 
the new battle ships Kearsarge and 
Alabama in the presence of the pres- 
ent and former secretary of the navy, 
the governor of Alabama and other 
distinguished guests. 

Off for Manila. 

San Francisco, Sept. 19. — The trans- 
port Thomas sailed for Manila with 
1,648 enlisted men, 17 cabin passen- 
gers and $1,.300,000 in treasure. 

TreiiMore , Steamer Safe. 

Seattle, Wa.sh., Sept. 20. — The 
steamer C. R. Hamilton, from Daw- 
son t% St. Michael, with 150 pu.ssen- 
gers and $1,500,000 in dust, was driven 
on the lieuch on the Yukon fiats, Sep- 
tember G, in a severe storm, but she 
made St. Michael safely 

Dr. Hanier MeGalre Expires. 

Richmond, Va., Sept. 20. — Dr. Hun- 
tear McGuire, who was Stonewall 
Jackson’s medical director, died at hi* 
country house near thie city Wedne.s- 
day, from the effects of a stroke of 
paralysis soatuined six months ago. 



Gov. Sayers Reports on the Con- 
ditions in the Stricken City. 



The System of Distrlbatlon to tbe 
People of Galxeiitoii Haa Be- 
come Syatematlaed. 

Galveston, Tex., Sept. 18. — The ninth 
day after the storm, and still the 
grewsorae work goes on of recover- 
ing the dead from the gigantic mass 
of debris that lines the south side of 
what remains of the city. Sunday’ 107 
bodien were recovered and cremated. 
Among them was a mother with a 
suckling babe tightly clasped to her 
breast. In this imperative necessity 
of the dispatch of the dead there are 
scenes witnes.sed that move the stout- 
est hearts. 

The body of Maj. W. T. Levy, Unit- 
ed States immigrant inspector of 
this district, was among the number. 
He made a gallant struggle to save 
his wife and three children. All were 
lost. The bodies of the wife and chil- 
dren have not been recovered and are 
still among tlie uninterred dead. The 
number recovered and cremated Mon- 
day has not been reported, but it will 
exceed 100. 

The task of recovering the bodies 
that are beneath or jammed into this 
immense rick of debris, extending 
from the eastern to the western lim- 
its of the city, a distance of over 
three miles, is a herculean one, and 
the most expeditious way of remov- 
ing the whole, from a sanitary point 
of view, is by fire. This, however, in 
the crippled condition of the fire de- 
partment and water works, would en- 
danger the remaining portion of the 
city. .-\s it now stand.s, this immense 
mass of debris strewn with dead 
bodies, the carcasses of decay’ing an- 
imals, etc., is a serious menace to the 
health of the city and is the most 
difficult problem the board of health 
has to deal with. 

The work of opening up the streets 
and disinfecting them is being vigor- 
ously prosecuted. . The debris and 
garbage is being' removed, 250 ve- 
hicles of every description carrying 
it out to a safe place, where it is 
burned, and in a few days all streets 
will be opened for the passage of 
vehicles. 

The marine hospital corps, which is 
working in conjunction with the 
board of health, has established a 
hospital on the beach at the foot of 
Tremont street, where the sick and 
wounded now sheltered in the un- 
sanitary places throughout the city 
will be taken for treatment, whether 
they wish to go or not. 

Galveston, Tex., Sept. 19. — The 
AvVirk of clearing tbe streets of debris 
is progressing rapidly under the per- 
fect organization instituted by mili- 
tary rule under Adjt. Gen. Scurry. 
Over 2,000 men are engaged on th« 
work. Ninety-eight bodies are re- 
ported as hav^g been found in the 
wreckage and removed Tuesday, 
making a total of 1,861 victims so far 
recovered. This list is far short ol 
the aeciii’ate number of dead found, 
because no official records are kept. 
Bodies found are buried or cremated, 
and no systematic record has been 
kepi. The storm wrecked almost ev- 
ery vault in the six cemeteries, and 
many of the dead were washeil to sea 
in metal cases. .So far only one cas- 
ket has been found. It had been car- 
ried three miles from the vault. 

Houston, Tex., Sept. 20. — Gov. Jos. 
D. Sayers Wednesday’ night wires the 
following statement: 

“The situation to-night in all parts 
of the stricken di.stricts, as far a.s 
known to me, are improved, and will. 
I believe, shoiuu we have fair weath- 
er, continue to improve. The method 
of distributing the benefactions of 
the people has become systematized 
and has l>een reduced to the lowest 
expenses possible and in this I have 
had the hearty a.ssistance of the rail- 
way, express, telegraph and tele- 
phone companies, all of whom have 
promptly and without charge trans- 
mitted supplies and me.ssages besides 
contributing to the relief of the suf- 
ferers. Galveston is being managed 
by its own principal authorities, sup- 
plemented by the assistance of a com- 
mittee compo.sed of its best citizens 
and also by the aid of Gen. Scurry.' I 
am also informetl that the LTnited 
States marshal. Dr. Grant, has ren- 
dered and is rendering most valuable 
a.ssistance. 

Endeavor to Protract the War. 

Spitzkop, Sept. 20. — Gen. Viljoen, 
who succeeded Louis Botha in the 
supreme command of the Transvaal 
forces, is reported to be moving 
northward in the direction of Hec- 
torspruit with 3.000 men and .30 guns. 
He is known as “The Firebrand,” and 
will endeavor to protract the war.

flOWARD-M’GEK FEUD. 

0»« Man Killed, Tw«» Fatally and 
One Serlonxly Wounded in • 
Fiirht in Tenneaaee. 

Madisonville, Tenn., Sept. 19. — The 
Howard-McGee feud had a dramatic 
and tragic climax Tuesday, in whicJi 
one man was killed, two others fa- 
tally and one seriously wounded. 
Monroe county, (the home of the 
Howards and McGees, had been ex- 
pecting Tuesday’s eveiita for two 
years. 

Tuesday at noon Charles Jones and 
his brother Joshua entered the Clew 
hotel dining room t^hich wp^c filled 
with guests and took seats at a table. 
A moment later Calvin and Tom How- 
ard entered the room and met the 
Jones brothers face to face. 

In an instant revolvers were drawn 
by the four men and about 30 shots 
w#re fired in quick succession, the 
terrifie;! guests making their exit 
from the room by way of doors and 
windows. When the firing ceased 
Charles Jones was found dead on the 
floor with two bullet wounds in his 
heart and three in his head; Joshua 
Jones and Calvin Howard were mor- 
tally wounded and uncon.scious, and 
Tom Howard, the only one of the 
quartet left on his feet, had a number 
of bullet wx)unds in his body. 

Two years ago Tom Howard mar- 
ried a member of McGee’s family de- 
spite the strenuous opposition of the 
McGees. .A few days later two broth- 
ers of Mrs. Tom Howard went to. 
Tom’s house and calling him to the 
door began firing upon him. Two of 
Tom’s brothers, Ernest and Will How- 
ard, and George Morrow joined in the 
fusilade and all three were shot and 
killed by the McGees. That was the 
beginning of the feud, since which 
time it has developed and grown 
with intense bitterness. The McGees 
were arrested for the killing of Ern- 
est and Will Howard and Morrow and 
their sister, Mrs. Tom Howard, re- 
maining true to her husband, testi- 
fied against them. The trial was set 
for Tuesday’. 

STRUCK BY LIGHTNING. 

A PortagriieNe Bnrk Fired at Sea-^ 

Terrible Experience of the Crew. 

'Whn Excaped In Boats. 

Santiago de Cuba, Sept. 19. — A sail- 
or from the Portuguese bark Gert- 
rude, which left Galveston for Rio 
Janeiro, who landed from .a small 
boat on the coast about 20 miles west 
of Playa del Este, declares that the 
recent hurricane washed the sea over 
the ship, and she was on the point of 
sinking, but the pumps were success- 
fully worked, and she would liuve 
probably ridden out the gale had not 
the lightning struck her and set her 
on fire. 

Capt. Estaban Olivera committed 
siijcide and the crew abandoneil the 
vessel, ten going in a large boat in 
charge of the quartermaster and two 
in a smaller one. The boats drifted 
apart. The sailor say's his compan- 
ion died on the high seas, but was 
buried at Playa del Este. Fears are 
ente? tained as to the safety' of thi 
large boat. 

Terrible Gale at Norne. 

Seattle, Wash., Sept. 18. — The 
steamer Valencia arrived from Nome 
Monday afternoon with a large pas- 
senger list and $500,000 in gold con- 
signed by the trading comi>anies to 
two local banks. The Valencia 
brings news that a terrible gale 
raged at Nome from Sejitember 1 to 
5, but that only three persons are 
known to have been lost.

Richmond, Va., Sept. 19. — The sov- 
ereign grand lodge of Odd Fellows 
Tuesday elected officers as follows: 
Grand sire, A. C. Cable, of Ohio; dep- 
uty grand sire, John B. Goodwin, of 
Georgia; grand secretary’, J. Frank 
Grant, of Baltimore; grand treasurer, 
M. Richard Muckle, of Pennsylvania. 
A resolution appropriating $1,500 to 
the Galveston sufferers was passed. 

Fatal Expluxion at 'Inaa Chow. 

London, Sept. 18. — The British 
commander at Taku cables that a 
fatigue party, engaged in destroying 
gunpowder at Tung Chow, lias been 
blown up. Eleven Welsh fusiliers 
were wounded, two British. Indian 
soldiers were killed and 13 British 
Indian soldiers were wounded and 
Capt. Hill and 11 British Chinese in- 
fantry' soldiers were wounded. 

Bodlex Horribly Manirled. 

Chicago, Sept. 18. — Mrs. Mary E.

Estimated That 126,000 Miners Are 
Idle in the Anthracite Region. 



The .Marklex Offer to Arbitrate, Bnt 
the Mine Workerx Say That 
All Operutorx Maxt Do So 
aad Not a Part. 

Hazleton, Pa., Sept. 20. — The third 
lay of the strike passed off as quietly 
as the two preceding day’s. Beyond 
the occasional stoning of a minework- 
er going to or from his work, there 
has been no disorder. It was esti- 
mated Wednesday night that about 70 
per cent, of the mineworkers of this 
region were idle Wednesday, which is 
quite an increase over Tuesday’s fig- 
ures. Pre.sident Mitchell did not is- 
■ue a formal statement Wednesday 
because of his absence from head- 
quarters. He said, however, that 
from reports he had received he fig- 
ured on more than 126,000 men being 
idle in the anthracite district. He 
added that most gratify’ing reports 
were received from this and the 
Schuylkill district. 

'l*he operators . appear to be doing 
nothing toward a settlement of the 
trouble. They are working the crip- 
pled collieries as best they c*an. 

The meeting Wednesday’ afternoon 
at Jeddo of the employes of G. B. 
.Markle & Co., who operate the Jeddo, 
Eberdale, Highland and Oakd.ale> col- 
lieries, proved to be probably the 
most remarkable gathering of its 
kind ever held in the anthracite re- 
gions. 

It was expected to be a heart 
to heart talk between John Markle, 
managing partner of the firm, and 
his employ’es, now numbering 2.500, 
but it <leveloj)ed into a joint debate 
in which Mr. Markle, President Mitch- 
ell, Rev. Father Phillips and National 
Committeeman Benjamin James took 
part. It began in a dignified man- 
ner. but gradually degenerated into 
impassioned argument, and wound 
up very close to personalities. 

.John Markle said his company 
stood ready to arbitrate any differ- 
ences with the men and proposed 
that the company' select one arbitra- 
tor and the men choose one. If these 
two failed to agree they’ could in- 
vite a third one to join them. He 
also said that he would abide by the 
decision of the arbitrators no matter 
what the award might be. 

Mr. Mitchell th#ii arose, and stand- 
ing beside Mr. Markle, told the crowd 
that the Uniteil Mine Workers’ would 
not accept arbitrati'on on that basis. 
It must, be the whole region and not a 
part of it. 

Harrisburg, Pa., Sept. 20. — The ex- 
pected clash between the union and 
nonunion miners in the Lykens val- 
ley region was averted by the strikers 
at Lykens abandoning their proposed 
march to Williamstown Wednesday 
night to attempt to force the miners 
there to quit work. The feeling be- 
tween the Lykens and Williamstown 
miners is so bitter that the strike 
leaders were induced Wednesday aft- 
ernoon by the borough authorities 
of Lykens to persuade their followers 
not to invade the territory^ of the 
nonstrikers. Seven hundred strikers 
were to have started for William.s- 
town at 6 o'clock with two bands ol 
music, and they were much chagrined 
when the proposed march wns called 
off. 

Sh imokin. Pa.. Sept. 20. — The most 
important development of the coal 
miners’ strike which has occurred 
since its inception was the effort made 
Wedne.sday by a committee of miners 
employed at the Natalie colliery, Mt. 
Carmel, who are in close touch with 
the* operators who control that mine 
— all New York capitalists — to secure 
a settlement. They came here Wednes- 
day afternoon to consult with sev- 
eral leading mine officials. They’ said 
that the operators they represented 
ere willing to adjust the principal 
grievances emboilied in the demands 
of the Hazleton convention, and they 
are nn.xious to get their proposition 
to National President Mitchell. It is 
believed that if they can effect theii' 
object, the other operators will fol- 
low in the same line. 

Pottsville, Pa., Sept, 20. — Capt. Dan- 
iel Chri.stian, of the Philadelphia & 
Reading Coal and Iron Co. police, on 
Wednesday night marshaled 100 dep- 
uties at this place. Part of the force 
was sent to the Northumberland re- 
gion. More will be sent Thurstlay’ to 
protect the Philadelphia & Reading 
mine workers in the upper part of 
the region. 

It is stated there that at a mass 
meeting held at Morea Wednesday 
night the striking miners decided to 
return to work Thursday. The col- 
liery there is operated by the Dod- 
son Co. 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., Sept. 20. — Wednes- 
day’ was uneventful in the Wyoming 
valley. The strikers kept away’ from 
the works and there was no disorder 
of any kind. 

At Pittston the miners have per- 
fected their organization and now 
present a aolid front. No attempt 
was made to resume work at any of 
the collieries Wednesday. 

Not « Candidate for Be-Eleetion. 

Des Moines, la.. Sept. 1«. — Grand 
Master F. M. Sargent, of the Broth- 
erhood of Locomotive liremeu, an- 
nounced Monday that he w’ould not 
be a candidate for re-election, having 
received a more remunerative offer 
outside of the order. 

Rnmor Gen. De Wet Wax Killed. 

Bloemfontein, Sept. 18. — It is ru- 
mored here that Gen. De Wet, the 
Boer general, who succeeded in ea- 
caping from so many British troops, 
was killed on September 7 near Pcrtch- 
efstroom.

Say. when 
were you yesterday? 1 was lookin' 
for you all over.” It never feazed 
them. Lavender flowers, they say. will 
discourage flies. Don’t you believe it 
They won’t do anything of the kind. 
At the soda fountains, though, when 
otherN^ise the sweet slops w’oidd at- 
tract flie.s ffv the millions, the drug- 
gists scatter essence of sassafra.s. It 
is rather amusing to watch a fly sail 
in the door an^ make for the coun- 
ter. “Lemme .see, now,” you can al 
most hear him .say, “I think Ml tak« 
vanilla ice crea — ’’ and then he strikes 
that sas.safras and cries: “Pue! Lei 

me out of here, quick!” Flies do not 
like sas.safras at all. It Is rather at 
insistent perfume, and 1 do not know 
that I myself should care for it foi 
breakfast, luncheon and dinner foi 
weeks all through fly time. 

Hear the conclusion of the whole 
matter. The armies of flies are tc 
be discomfited only* by attacking the 
base of supplies. It is an old saying 
that if you kill one fly*. 40 will come 
to the funeral. These little skirmishes 
with fly poison and sticky* pa|)er^ are 
useless. To ft^nce ourselves in with 
screens is hardly worthy* of civilized 
people. It i.s like living in forts be- 
sieged by* savages. It is sometimes 
said that the old-fashioned housekeep- 
er who IS forever cleaning up i# both- 
ered with few insect visitors of any 
kind. But I put up an umbrella 
against the storm of indignation sure 
to break over my head by* declaring 
that the most scrupiilons cleanliness 
will not avail when there is a stable 
near. One stable will keep a large 
neighborhood amply supplied with 
flies daily iu the season. It is possi-

This detour was duly reported to the 
peppery veteran at Fort Emory, an old 
colonel whose command was by' this 
time reduced from “headquarters, field, 
staff and band,*’ six companies of in- 
r«ntry and four troops of cavalry to 
the band and two desperately over- 
worked compianies of foot. “Two 
nights in bed” w’ere all his men could 
hope for, and sometimes no more than 
one. so grievous was the guard duty.

QUIETED THE INDIANS. 

HIshoD Whlpple'M Method of Sub- 
dainir Kefractorr aad Re- 
beilionii Brave*. 

Most interesting is Bishop Whipple’s 
account of the manner in which he 
once prevented an Indian outbreak, 
says 11. B. Merwin, in Atlantic. 
“TJourteousness of speech,” lie says, 
“is a marked characteristic of the In- 
dian. It is an act of great rudeness 
to interrupt another, and the last 
words of every speech are: ‘1 have 

done.’ Knowledge of thisj fact once 
enabled me to settle a serious difficul- 
ty. The Indians at Leech Lake had 
heard — as was the fact — that the gov- 
ernment had sold all their pine with- 
out their knowledge and consent." 
•\n uprising was imminent, and the 
Indians had already killed the govern- 
me/it cattle. Bishop Whipple was re- 
quested by the president to go to 
Leech J.uke and negotiate with the In- 
dians. “It was in the dead of winter, 
the thermometer below zero, and the 
snow deep. It was a journey of 75 
miles through the forest, and it took 
us three days to reach the lake. The 
1 Indians came to their council in paint 
and feathers, angry and turbulent.” 
h'latmouth. their chief, made a violent 
speech, to which the bishop replied 
briefly, as follows: “I shall tell you 

truth. It will not be pleasant to 
my red brother. Wh^n you killed 
those cattle, you struck the Great 
Father in the face. When 30U stole 
those goods, you committed a crime. 

I am not here to tell you what the 
Great Father will do. He has not told 
me. If he does what he ought to do, 
he will arrest those who 'have com- 
mitted this crime, if it takes 10,000 
men” 

“.\s I o.vpected.” the bi.shop relates, ! 
“the chief was very angry, and, 
springing to his feet, began to talk 
violently. 1 folded my arms and sat 
down. When he paused, I said quiet- 
I ly: ‘Flatmoiith, are you talking, or 

[ am I talking? If you are talking, I 
I will wait till you have finished; if I 
am talking, you may wait till I have 
! finished.’ The Indians all shouted: 
*Ho! ho!’ Their chief had committed 
a great breach of courtesy toward me, 
their friend. ^ 

‘•Overwhelmed with confusion. Flat- 
mouth sat down, and I knew that the 
ground was mine. I then told them 
that when I heard of the pine sale I 
wrote to Washington and protested 
against it; that I went to the man 
who bought the pine, and told him 
that I should oppose the sale and car- 
ry the matter into the courts.” ^

in the National gallery especially, 
which Came from the Marlborough col- 
lection, also for the works of other old 
masters, but never any such incredible 
price 'as this! Yet it would be a hard 
matter to set the exact limit of value 
in the case of a sale of Titian, more par- 
ticularly such an example as the ab- 
surdly misnamed “Sacred and Profane 
Ivove.” If there exists in the world a 
picture worth $1,000,000, who would be 
bold enough to deny the right of Titian, 
the potentate of painters, to be the au- 
thor of that work? As to the picture 
known by the title of “Sacred and Pro- 
fane Love” — a title which Titian did 
not give it, and which has needlessl}’ 
puzzled many commentators — it is now 
generally considered simply as a fan- 
ciful or romantic comjjosition, saj-g the 
Boston Transcript. 

But Franz Wickoflf, a German critic, 
has evolved a theory, which has a good 
deal to recommend it, that this picture 
represents an incident in the seventh 
book of the “Argonautica” of Valerius 
Flaccus. the Latin poet, where it is re- 
lated that Medea, the enchantress, 
daughter of Aeetes, ki«g of Colchis, un- 
willing to yield to her love for the 
Greek .Tason, is visited by Venus, who 
pleads for the lover and endeavors to 
persuade Medea to follow her to the 
wood where .Tason is waiting. Titian 
has represented this scene as taking 
place in the open air; the dawn is just 
breaking and rosy streaks appear on 
the horizon. A youn/' woman, richly 
dressed, is seated on one side of the 
sculptured stone basin of a fountain, 
on the edge of which she has placed a 
co.stly casket. Her right hand is in her 
lap and holds a bunch of magic herbss 
Bee id \ moved, she gazes fixedly before 
her. lending e.ar the while to the per- 
pnsive voice of another woman seated 
near. The form of this woman, around 
which flutters a red mantle, is of a mar- 
velous beauty.* She rests her right 
hand upon the fountain’s edge, and 
with her left holds on high a vase from 
which issues a light smoke. Between 
the two women the god of love is 
i-pla.shiug in the water with his chubby 
httle hands. 

WickofF maintains that in the 
beautiful nude fig lire Venus is easily 
recogniz;ible. even were her son not 
there to indicate her presence. The 
woman to whom .‘ihe speaks, and who, 
though unwilling to yield blindl}-. still 
feels herself drawn b}' an irresistible 
power, i.s Medea, who betrayed the 
^‘'tig, her fathe’r. and, followed Jason, 
the stranger and enemy of her jJeople.

GOSSIP OP LITTERATEURS , 

Richard Henry Stoddard, the blind 
banker and poet, has given up dictat- 
ing much of his copy and writes most 
of it. In spite of his blindness he 
writes a remarkably clear hand. 

Charles Upson Clark, Brooklyn, N. 
Y., has been commissioned by the 
Royal Academy of Science, Berlin, to 
prepare a new- edition of Ammianus 
Marcellinus, the Roman historian of 
the fourth century. The commission 
cairries a grant of 1,500 marks. Mr. 
Clark was valedictorian of the class of 
'97, Yale university. 

Literary Paris is greatly agitated 
over the difficulty of deciding w'hich 
is the genuine copy of “L’Ami du 
Penple,” which was stained with the 
blood of Marat when the revolutioni.st 
met his death at the hands of Char 
lotte Cnrday. So far seven copies have 
turned up, all solemnly accredited and 
all bearing the blood stain. 

Several descendants of the poet 
Longfellow have been enjoying the 
hospitality of the Ojibway Indians 
away up at Dcsbarata, Ont. These 
Indians are de.scendants of the Saga- 
mores, so picturesquely treated in 
“Hiawatha.” Miss Longfellow, the 
poet’s daughter, has been formally 
adopted into the tribe. A select corps 
of chiefs, braves, squaws and pap- 
pooses gave in presence of the vis- 
itors and beneath the primeval trees 
of Desbaratas islands a dramatization 
of the famous poem. The performers 
were garbed in buckskin costumes, 
with headdresses of feathers.
